Next day he was truck-driving 
across the desert, leading a con- 
voy of Italian prisoners. The 
lorry passed over a land-mine 
and the mine failed to explode. 
It was the second lorry in line 
that went up in pieces. 

A change is as good as a rest, 
an escape as good as a new lease 
of life, and next day he was in 
the air again. 

These are two typical stories of 
the desert war. They called it 
“Co-operation of the Royal Navy, 
the Army and the RAF.” Always, 
wherever the battle raged, the 
RAF was there. 

Men of the RAF were always 
the first to smash through the 
Italian defences. When the Nazis 
came over to dive-bomb our con- 
voys, they cleared up the Ger- 
mans. Presently, they hammered 
the retreating Italians. And that 
is still only half the story. 

“ We Rad lots of interesting dog- 
fights,” said one pilot. 

Behind his understatement were 
incredible odds. This lad saw 
never fewer than twenty-seven 
enemy machines together. Once 
he gave battle against fifty-seven 
fighters escorting one Italian 
bomber! 

Six of the men in his squad- 
ron flew low over an Italian air- 
field in an attempt to entice 
seventy machines up to fight. 
The Wops wouldn’t come, so our 
boys machine-gunned them on 
the ground.

Dire disappointment! The 
bottle was smashed. Just about 
then, to his astonishment, he dis- 
covered he had been wounded by 
shrapnel. Alternate fatigue and 
excitement had dulled the pain. 

Undismayed, he took his gun 
and set out on the five-hour 
march to the frontier. Late the 
following morning a convoy of one 
of the Hussar regiments picked 
him up. 

That same day he was fiying 
again, paying the Italians what 
he called a return match! 

Near Tobruk. a British bomber 
rear-gunner, whom we'll call 

Sergeant Shorty,” was knocked 
out by ack-ack and came round 
to find himself lying on the 
fuselage of his plane with his legs 
trailing in the sea.

With the dawn, without food or 
water, he found some faint car 
tracks and followed them. 

He was on the verge of collapse 
when a lorry driver at last dis- 
covered him. 

In 2,000 bombing raids by the 
Cairo Command there have been 
more exploits and escapes than it 
is possible to tell. Some, indeed, 
are being lost to history for ever 
because the pilots concerned are 
silent young men. 

“It's exciting, all right,” is all 
they will say.

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INCE this “ total war” began, few things 
have been so much and so hotly discussed 
as Mr. Ernest Bevin’s proposals for the 
conscription of women. Most of the girls, 
who will have to register next month, will 
do so. no doubt, as cheerfully as their brothers 
did before them, but, among the men of this 
country, there is a good deal of anxiety and even 
indignation. Husbands, fathers, brothers and 
sons will not be satisfied about this new scheme 
until they know a lot more about it and are con- 


vinced that their womenfolk will be fairly 
treated. 

This is only natural. The Nazis make no bones 
about conscripting anybody—-man or woman, 


married or single, old or young—for any service 
they think necessary. 

But the British Commonwealth is fighting 
“Nazism.” It is staking its existence upon the 
cause of freedom. It would rather perish than 
bow the knee to that State idolatry which turns 


men into “cannon fodder and women into 
chattels. 
And yet, if we mean to win the war, the women 


of Britain must help the men to do it. To some 
extent, therefore, we are bound to fight the 
enemy with his own weapons. 

To what extent, though? That is the question 
that millions of us are debating in our own minds 


and which, with your permission, we shall now 
talk over

A? a nation we have always preferred to 
rely upon voluntary effort to meet any 
national need. It was a long while before we 
introduced conscription in the last war. but it 
had to be done and this time we accepted its 
necessity’ from the start 

Group by group our men have been called to 
the Colours. Step by step the Government has 
extended its compulsory powers over the civilian 
population. 


We have not complained Our Press is 
censored. We are no longer free to buy what we 
like or eat what we choose or even travel where 
we will. 


Labour is becoming more and more regimented. 


Workers have temporarily sacrificed many 
cherished rights. Employers have accepted 


restrictions unheard of in time of peace 


Usually. the public has faced these war-time 
changes more resolutely than the Government 
itself. It has even clamoured for swifter action 
and firmer rule. 

The very fact that Mr. Bevin’s proposals have 
been so long delayed and then so suddenly 
“sprung upon us” accounts in large measure 
for the uneasiness with which they have been 
received 


als 
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IGHTLY in one sense, but wrongly in 

another. the Government has always 
been reluctant to use the emergency powers with 
which it is vested. Hence the constant appeals 
to our better nature; the calls upon us to “ dig 
for victory.” “lend to defend,” stop waste, join 
the home detence services, and so on and so on. 


I believe it would have been better for the 
country if there had been more plain speaking 
and less “ talky-talk.” 

Fire-watching. for instance, should have been 
made compulsory long ago A complete plan 
should have been worked out before the heavy 
fire raids started As it is. there is no uniform 
and national system in operation even now. 

Similarly, though the Government has finally 
taken the necessary powers to conscript us for 
civil defence duties, it is hard to understand why 
compulsion should have been so long delayed.

Only the other day I heard one 
young woman, doing nothing but a little “ pin 
money ” job, announcing that it was “ disgrace- 
ful ” to see young fellows playing tennis in these 
days 

It did not seem to occur to her that they might 
have been turned down by the doctors, or wait- 
ing orders to report to their unit, or engaged 
in some vital industry 


It is true that there are far too many young 
men who have contrived by one means or another 
to “dodge the column,” and Mr. Bevin should 
rout all of these slackers out of their “ cushy ” 
jobs as soon as possible. 


But the whole purpose of conscription, whether 
of men or women, should be to secure to the 
nation the best services of its citizens.

ANY people will always be more valu- 
able in their own civilian employ- 
than they could possibly be in uniform. 
Hundreds of thousands of women, particularly 
mothers, can have no grander work to do than 
they are doing now in their own homes, 


Let the Government convince us that it recog- 
nises these essential facts; that it does not 
intend to break up homes needlessly, or to treat 
any girl harshly, or to call up either men or 
women sooner than they are really needed—and 
there will be no grumbling among honest folk.

From London, Merseyside, Bristol, the Clyde, 
and all the other hard-hit towns, the angry 
murmur rises: “ When are we going to hit back? 
We can ‘take it, but can the Germans? Why 
should we let them * get away with murder’? ” 


‘Man o’ the People ” cannot help sympathis- 
ing with this attitude. And yet his colleague, 
“The Philosopher,” is probably in the right of it 
in arguing steadfastly against deliberate reprisals. 

But in this matter, too, the Government surely 
could, and should, take us more fully into its 
confidence.

fire duties at all times; a period) 
of duty to be shared, equally if 
possible, to be perjormed outside 
| working hours, and to be not 
| more than 48 hours a month. 

| Sleeping accommodation, access 
to lavatories, should be made avail- 
able, with provision for refresh- 
ments, or an allowance in lieu! 
thereof. Reimbursement of “out 
of pocket ” and travelling expenses 
should be made. 

For taxation purposes cost of 
providing fire personnel, meals or 
allowances, beds and bedding will! 
be allowed as a revenue expense. 

Persons working a 60-hour week 
on vital work should not be ex- 
pected to take part in fire preven- 
tion duties outside working hours, 
but they may volunteer.
